Community Services’ profes¬ 
sional staff, spoke to members 
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of Newton Rotary club Monday 
noon. 
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Major Portion of Governor's Program Enacted Into Law... 
Herter Achieves Aims Despite Democratic Strength ... 

Beps. Skerry. Toomey Prove to Be Able Leaders of House 

Governor Herter, like President Eisenhower, has not 
achieved the passage of every measure he sponsored this 
ear, but a major part of his program has been enacted 
ito law. 

He has used his veto power on a few occasions. In 
most instances he was forced to exercise it because he did 
not let the Republican Senators, know in time where he 
stood on the issues involved. 

No veto by the Governor has been overridden during 
the legislative session now dragging in wearisome fashion 
toward its end. In fact, supporters of the measures he 
turned back did not come even close to passing any of 
thepi over his objection. 

A number of political observers expressed the belief 
at the start of the year that chaos and confusion would 
mark the 1955 session of the Massachusetts Legislature. 
The Democrats were in complete control of the House of I 
Representatives. The Republicans held a slim two-vote! 
margin in the State Senate. The alarmists saw Governor j 
Herter blocked and frustrated at every turn. 

It hasn’t turned out that way at all. An old diplomat 
and a former legislator himself, Mr. Herter has managed 
to live and to work with the Democratic House. 
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Presiding at the meeting, a 
luncheon affair held at the Brae 
Burn Country Club was Edwin 
F. Weidig, club president. Dr. 
Charles D. Ansley, a past pres¬ 
ident of the club led a memorial 
service for Edwin Perry McGill, 
club member whose funeral was 
held last Friday. 

Dr. MacCormick, who after 
years of work as youth work 
secretary of the Boston YMCA 
was named the first head of the 
Massachusetts Youth Service 
Board, stated that juvenile de¬ 
linquency is considered a na¬ 
tional problem because of a 
relatively small number of 
youth who get into trouble. 

"At a White House confer¬ 
ence of years ago, the then 
President Herbert Hoover 
phrased in his own words the 
thought that every child had a 
‘right to have a home, love, 
and security.' ’’ Mr. MacCor¬ 
mick stated, "We betray our 
children when we don’t take 
care of them, when we don’t 
take an interest in them and 
their affairs."

One political writer recently declared 
that the Governor has maintained better 
control of the Democratic House than 
of the Republican Senate. That, of course, 
is not the fact. When the Senate has gone' 
in an opposite direction from Mr. Her- 
ter, it has been because of a misunder¬ 
standing. 

The House periodically has indulged 
in flurries of partisan politics, as might 
be expected. Governor Herter usually has 
waited for them to subside rather than 
meet them in head-on battle, the result of 
which meant little. 

Early in the year, a group of leading 
Democratic House members, presumably 
to demonstrate their political independ¬ 
ence and disprove any thought that thev 
were under the Governor's thumb, spon¬ 
sored a series of probe orders designed to 
embarrass the Herter administration. 

Several were defeated in the House 
by a coalition of Democrats and Repub¬ 
licans, including measures calling for in¬ 
vestigations of the State public works 
department and the Governor’s own of¬ 
fice, and-only one of the others amount¬ 
ed to anything. That one set in motion a 
probe of the State’s prison system by the 
House rules committee. But it was over¬ 
shadowed by a similar probe conducted 
by the Governor’s Wessell Committee. 

The Governor has had to wait a long 
time for action on some measures, as 
the case of the extension of the tempo¬ 
rary taxes needed to balance the State 
government, but that was due principally 
to the action of one House committee 
chairman. 

One reason the wheels of the legisla¬ 
tive government on Beacon Hill have 
turned in orderly fashion for the last six 
months is that Michael F. Skerry of Med¬ 
ford has proved to be an exceptionally 
good Speaker of the House and Repre¬ 
sentative John J. Toomey of Cambridge 
has been an able chairman of the House 
ways and means committee. 

Skerry and Toomey have manifest¬ 
ed an awareness of their own responsi¬ 
bilities in the key positions they fill. 
They have refused to support move¬ 
ments they knew to be irresponsible 
and unsound simply for the purpose of 
embarrassing the administration. 

That brought them unwarranted 
abuse from some of the loud-mouthed 
members of their own party and created 
the impression that there was widespread 
dissension within the Democratic mem¬ 
bership in the House. 

Skerry, who is very likely to be nom- 
iniated by his party as the Democratic 
candidate for Governor within the next 
few years, got off to an unsteady start 
in his role as Speaker of the House. 

This was due more to the failure of 
the men he named as his top aides in the 
House to live up to what was expected 
of them than to his own ability to meet 
the test confronting him. 

As the legislative session developed, 
Skerry ran the House with a firm hand 
and displayed outstanding qualities of 
leadership. 

His floor leader, Representative John 


F. Thompson of Ludlow, however, had 
established something of a record for 
bolting the Democratic party and joining 
with the Republicans in 1953 and 1054. 
His new role as a party-line Democrat 
of unswerving allegiance didn’t sit .to j 
well on him, and the other House n- 
bers did not accept gracefully his lecull: :n 
on party loyalty. 

Representative James L. O’Dca, -J.\, 
of Lowell, the Democratic whip, is an ex¬ 
treme liberal and left-winger, whe. 2 
. views often are in conflict with those of 
Skerry, a moderate middle-of-the-road 
Democrat. 

O’Dea and Thompson caused much of 
the friction early in the session as they 
tried to force reluctant members into line 
behind such measures as the bill to curb 
the power of the Attorney General and 
District Attorneys to tap the wires of 
criminals. 

They made Skerry’s task more diffi¬ 
cult rather than easier, and they have 
been the principal exponents of-partisan 
politics in the House. Part of the trouble, 
doubtless, was that they were overwhelm¬ 
ed by their own sense of importance in 
the positions where .they suddenly found 
themselves. 

Thompson and O’Dea probably 
could best be classified as minor Irri¬ 
tants because of the strain they placed 
on the eardrums of those forced to lis¬ 
ten to them during the session, but 
they neither accomplished anything of 
consequence nor stopped any measures 
of read importance* 

Probably the two most important bills 
which Governor Herter vetoed during the 
year were one calling for the extension 
of rent control to next April 1 and an¬ 
other providing for a flat $360-a-year pay 
raise for State employees. 

Any impression that there was a con¬ 
flict between the Governor and the GOP- 
controlled Senate on those two issues is 
completely erroneous. 

The Governor could have stopped 
either of those measures or any of the 
others that he vetoed by simply calling 
in the Republican Senators and telling 
them what he wanted done,. Instead lr* 
let the bills go to his desk and as sum: \ 
the responsibility of turning them bar *. 

Governor Herter is opposed to t : 
theory of flat, across-the-board wage 
creases. Even if he favored that prin - 
pie, however, he could not have signe l 
the measure adopted by the Legislate to 
because there was no money to pay it. 

The legislators themselves knew th;_t 
when they voted for the bill, but for po¬ 
litical reasons they wanted to put them¬ 
selves on record as trying to do some¬ 
thing for the State workers, and the Gov¬ 
ernor accepted the onus of blocking it. 

As this is written, it appears that a 
portion of the program for the reform 
of the State’s penal system will be enact¬ 
ed before the close of the present legis¬ 
lative session but that some recommenda¬ 
tions will be put off for further study 
next year.

Horace S. Cousens Industrial Fund 
To Mark Its 25th Year In December 


Through the charity and be¬ 
nevolence of Horace S. Cou¬ 
sens, hundreds of Newton peo¬ 
ple have been have been helped 
through long periods of hard¬ 
ship on times of temporary dis¬ 
tress, receiving assistance not 
availab le to them elsewhere. 

The“"Horace 
trial Fund, as It Is named In 
honor of its benefactor, is a 
fund which provides unusual 
benefits for Newton citizens and 
in December of this year, will 
mark its twenty-fifth year of 
existence. 

THE FUND was established 
by a gift of $556,850 which was 
accepted by the city on Decem¬ 
ber 15, 1930, this sum being 
provided under the terms of

the will of Horace S. Cousens, 
a resident of Newton who died 
in 1901. The will specified that 
the Fund should be adminstered 
by three trustees, and that the 
money should be used to make 
loans to Industrious residents 
of Newton to assist them to ac- 
Cousens Thaus-I quire homes. The trustees 


were authorized by the will to 
grant mortgage loans to such 
person, up to three-quarters of 
the assessed value of the pro¬ 
perty being acquired, at an in¬ 
terest rate equal to three-quar¬ 
ters of the current rate. 

Mortgages were first grant¬ 
ed by the Cousens Fund in 
1931, and since that time, 733 
mortgages have been granted, 
representing an original invest¬ 
ment of $3,732,649.59, the aver¬ 
age loan being approximately 
$5000. 

Mr. Cousens’ will further pro¬ 
vided that the Fund should ac¬ 
cumulate by the addition of 
earnings until the total reach 
one million dollars, that there¬ 
after it should remain a per¬ 
manent fund. This total was 
reached in February, 1947, and 
since that time the income has 
been used for the assistance of 
deserving Newton people as 
directed by Mr. Cousens and 
authorized by his will. 

THE BENEVOLENT FUND 
has provided financial aid for 
nursing care in the home and 
in hospitals, dental and medical 
care, temporary financial re¬ 
lief, clothing, hearing aids, arti¬ 
ficial limbs and other mechani¬ 
cal needs, hospitalization, 
housekeeper service in emer¬ 
gencies, and many other neces¬ 
saries of life.

The President can hardly accuse the Democrats of 
sabotaging his program, when a good many Republican 
congressmen refused to support it. On the other hand, 
the Democratic stxategy-planners can’t very well assail 
the Eisenhower policies as niggardly, while they are op¬ 
posed as too liberal by most Southern Democrats. 

I Mr. Eisenhower told reporters six weeks ago that he 
had a list of 13 domestic measures on which he wanted 
|“action” before Congress adjourned. Only four of the 13 
lhad actually been acted upon, when Congress concluded

No Dilemma For Diabetics 

Opportunity for education of the diabetic and his family 
will be continued in the fall. These class discussion groups arc 
led by nurses and dietlrlans of the sponsoring health agencies 
of Newton and Wellesley. Knowledge of this disease gained 
through such a program means health, happiness and long life 
for the diabetic. Conversely, disregard of the simple facts of 
regulation may bring suffering and tragedy. 

There are many advantages that come from a fresh ap¬ 
proach and discussion of mutual problems In these groups. 
Members of the previous courses held over the past two years 
have profited by Information on new recipes, how to choose 
food while eating away from home, the action and uses of the 
newer Insulins, what to do in the face of minor Illnesses, etc. 

Heretofore, residents of other communities than Newton and 
Wellesley have had to be denied enrollment. Now In order to 
provide the benefits of these educational efforts to as many 
diabetics as pssible, the classes will be open to all Interested 
citizens In this part of Massachusetts. Referral through the pa¬ 
tients physician is required on blanks which are available 
through the offices of the Newton Visiting Nurse Association, 
the Newton-Wellesley Hospital or the Wellesley Friendly Aid.

Job Classification 


Personnel Department 
Likely Result of Study 


Following a year’s study of 
Job classification and salaries 
of city employees, the Citizens' 
Personnel Advisory Committee 
filed its report last Friday eve¬ 
ning, according to an announce¬ 
ment made by Mayor Howard 
Whitmore, Jr. 

THE ESTABLISHMENT of a 
Personnel Department for the 
City as listed in the mayor’s in¬ 
augural address will possibly re-' 
suit from the study just comple¬ 
ted. At that time the mayof 
pointed out that the city’s pay¬ 
roll exceeded $8,000,000, which is 
equal to about sixty-five percent 
of the budget, covering approx¬ 
imately 2400 employees. 

It Is possible that the commit¬ 
tee’s recommendations cc seem¬ 
ing reclassification will be con¬ 
sidered for submission to the 
Board of Aldermen at its meet¬ 
ing August 29. 

A questionnaire, filled out by 
all city employees, personnel 
practices in many major cities 
as well as recommendations of 
an employees’ advisory commit¬ 


tee was analyzed by the commit¬ 
tee during its year’s study. 

IN HIS INAUGURAL address 
the mayor stated: "The city def¬ 
initely needs a Personnel Agen¬ 
cy to recruit the best possible 
people in accordance with the 
provision of General Laws, to 
establish and maintain fair and 
equitable salary and wage scale, 
to survey continually the city’s 
manpower needs and keep staff¬ 
ing patterns up-to-date; to pro¬ 
vide In-service training; to ad¬ 
minister a system where promo¬ 
tions are earned by merit, trans¬ 
fers are possible In the interests 
of efficient service and harmoni¬ 
ous and productive employer 
and employee relationships are 
promoted.’’

bring to class with them along 
with their lunch boxes the nec¬ 
essary confidence. 

Actually, though, the prime 
objective of the school Is to 
aid In reducing a very large 
shortage of elementary school 
teachers. This shortage la so 
large that there are four or five 
positions seeking every gradu¬ 
ate of every teachers’ college 
or Institution such as the School 
of Education at Boston Univer¬ 
sity. 

Started several summers ago 
as an experiment by the Uni¬ 
versity’s Summer Session ad¬ 
ministration, In an effort to aid 
toward solving the teacher 
shortage, the Graduate Work¬ 
shop In Elementary Education 
has proven mqre than popular. 
Providing actual classroom 
teaching and discipline condi¬ 
tions as It does through the 
fine cooperation of the Newton 
school system, the Workshop 
gives an Intensive course. Its 
purpose is to help fill the gap 
for possible teachers who have 
not had the training in teach- j 
ing methods, but who other- i 
wise, In education and person- ] 
ality, “fill the bill” as prospec¬ 
tive teachers. 

THE WORKSHOP gives them 
fast what they otherwise would 
have to spend considerable 
time In acquiring at traditional 
speed in the usual courses of 
study. They can continue 
through the year at a more 
leisurely pace with part-time 
graduate study in university 
courses in education. In the 
meantime they will be more 
ready to start teaching this 
fall, as a result of their sum¬ 
mer laboratory study. 

The teacher shortage is due 
in part to the rapid rise in 
school attendance and the fact 
that Industry is hiring women 
college graduates In larger 
numbers than ever before. 

Initial salaries for inexperi¬ 
enced teachers range from 
$2500 to $3000 on a 10-months 
basis. 

Real teachers, Mr. Acomb 
believes, are Imbued with the 
desire to teach and are dedi¬ 
cated to the task. Good teachers 
are firm yet patient, sympa¬ 
thetic, fair and yet decisive 
and "as patient as Job.” 

Married teachers are accept¬ 
able in most communities and 
make good.

Juvenile Delinquency Legislation 


Representative Irene K. 
Thresher has been a member of 
the sub committee of the House 
Public Welfare Committee, 
which has been devoting two 
months to the problem of bring¬ 
ing out the best possible legis¬ 
lation to help to strengthen the 
work in the state in the field of 
prevention of Juvenile delinquen¬ 
cy. As a result of the five pieces 
of legislation, which were un¬ 
der consideration, the subcom¬ 
mittee of five members recom¬ 
mended two bills, H 3013 and 
H 3012. These two bills have 
gone favorably through the 
House, and are now awaiting ac¬ 
tion in the Senate. 

H 3013 provides that a school 
adjustment counsellor may be 
employed by a city or town or 
regional school district in order 


to aid in the early detection of 
maladjusted or emotionally dis¬ 
turbed children in the early 
school grades. Under this bill 
the school adjustment counsel¬ 
lor and his qualifications must 
be approved by the Depart¬ 
ment of Education, the Dept, of 
Mental Health and the Division 
of Youth Service. Any city or 
town employing such a person 
will receive state reimburse¬ 
ment. 

H 3012 reorganizes the Advi¬ 
sory Committee on Youth Ser¬ 
vice. It provides a new Advi¬ 
sory Committee to consist of 
nine members, at least two of 
whom shall be women. They 
are given new duties under the 
bill, and when requested by any 
community, may assist local 
authorities in strengthening 


and coordinating educational, 
welfare, health and recreational 
programs, which have as their 
object service to youth and the 
prevention of juvenile delin¬ 
quency. This bill also provides 
that the Board shall divide the 
Commonwealth into juvenile 
districts with a field agent for 
each district. It also provides 
for the establishment of forest 
or farm school camps, to which 
children placed in the custody 
of the Youth Service Board may 
be sent for education and train¬ 
ing.

His successful 
completion signifies that he has 
met the high qualifications of 
leadership demanded and cul¬ 
minates his training period be¬ 
fore becoming an officer.

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A Sorry Implication 


Why there is any hesitation on the 
part or the Massachusetts Senate to con¬ 
tinue in existence the Massachusetts 
Crime Commission is beyond the com¬ 
prehension of every citizen, not to men¬ 
tion the electorate. 

Is there something behind this nega¬ 
tive action which dares not stand the 
light of day? 

It has been rumored that many sena¬ 
tors admit privately that they were “lob¬ 
bied” against the measure and that they 
are reluctant to discuss the tactics 
publicly. 

The Senat# has been stalling on two 
proposals advanced by the Crime Com¬ 
mission. One of these would establish a 
special division of the State Police to con¬ 
centrate on organized crime. The other 
would make it mandatory to jail bookies 
on second and subsequent convictions. 


Rep. John F. Zamparelli (D-Medford) 
who has frequently been at odds with the 
leadership of his party in the House 
probably, in the minds of the public at 
least, gave some concurrence to the pub¬ 
lic’s thoughts when he stated the delay 
in voting extension of the Crime Com¬ 
mission would be "playing into the hands 
of the gangsters and every bookie in the 
Commonwealth.” 

Is that the way the members of the 
Massachusetts Senate want it to be? 

If so, an intelligent electorate in the 
not too distant future, may show many 
members of the upper branch of the leg¬ 
islature that they are definitely not in 
accord with any such action. 

The Crime Commission should be 
continued and permitted to finish the ex¬ 
cellent work which it has started. To 
*do less would be a sorry plight indeed. 


The Average Working Life 


Although the average American gets 
his first job at a later age than used to 
be common, and although he typically 
has more years in retirement, he also, 
paradoxically, spends many more years 
on the job. The lengthening of life which 
has occurred during the present century 
permits individuals to spend more years 
in every phase of their life history. 

The average boy born in 1950 could 
expect to spend 17.7 years in the prepar¬ 
atory period before entering the labor 
force. This is 4 years longer than his 
counterpart born in 1900 could expect to 
spend before setting out for his first job. 
The increasing prosperity of the nation 
makes it possible for families to keep 
children in school to a much later age. 
Also, the increased life expectancy makes 
it more worth while to give a youth a 
long period of preparation for his career. 

At the other end of the age scale, 
the average American can now anticipate 
about 5.9 years in retirement, as com¬ 
pared with only 2.4 years in 1900. It 
should be explained that these figures 
include both the conventional retirement 
at age 65 to which we are now accus¬ 
tomed, and involuntary retirements due 
to disability, which can occur at any age. 
In 1900 conventional retirement was al¬ 
most unknown and practically all men 
worked until they died or were disabled. 
It should also be pointed out that the av¬ 


erages include individuals who die before 
they retire and hence have zero years of 
retirement. 

The most striking change during the 
half-century under review has been the 
increase in the working life of the indi¬ 
vidual. The average male in 1950 could 
expect to spend almost 10 years more on 
the job than the average male in 1900. 
The increase in the length of working life 
has been from 32.1 years ir 1900 to 41.9 
in 1950. These averages would be greater 
except for the fact that they include in¬ 
dividuals who die during their working 
years and hence never reach retirement. 

All this has been possible because life 
expectancy (at birth) has been increased 
from 48.2 to 65.2 years, thanks to the 
tremendous advance of medical science. 
The average man has 17.8 more years of 
life, of which he spends 4.C years in ad¬ 
ditional preparation, 9.8 years in addi¬ 
tional working time, and 3.5 years in ad¬ 
ditional retired life. 

Although the average man now spends 
one-third more time than in 1900 as a 
member of the nation’s labor force, the 
actual number of hours spent on the job 
during his entire lifetime is substantially 
less than in 1900. In that year the stand¬ 
ard work week was 60 hours, and vaca¬ 
tions were exceptional. Now the work 
week has been reduced to 40 hours and 
paid vacations have become the general 
rule. 


These Good Young Days

If in this year of 1955 an evangelist should stand at 
a crowded street corner in one of our American cities and 
cry out, "Now is the accepted time, now is the day of sal¬ 
vation,” he would probably be arrested as a disturber of 
the peace, of such peace at least as we have left to us. 
Yet in about 750 B. C. I?aiah, the great prophet of Israel, 
summoned his nation back to hope and to a better life in 
exactly these terms, “Now is the accepted time, now is 
the day of salvation.” 

All the signs of the times were against Isaiah. The 
morals of Jerusalem were at their lowest ebb. Riches and 
poverty vied with each other in making shambles of hu¬ 
man society. The crime wave raged unchecked. Nation¬ 
ally, Israel’s existence was threatened by Egypt and As¬ 
syria, while the rising power of Babylon presented a 
worse danger even if deferred for a few years. Yet Isaiah 
read the signs of his times and unflinchingly reported 
"Now is the accepted time, now is the day of salvation.” 

It is not important that we declare that the prophet 
was right or wrong. Two World Wars and several de¬ 
cades of human misery may well confess that he was not 
wholly right. But it is far more important for us to see 
that if we include all the factors that he included, he was 
far more right than wrong. He did not claim that the 8th 
century B. C. was an open door to a Golden Age. He did 
claim that his “now” had all the elements that his nation 
or humanity as a whole, needed in order to create a better 
world. He saw, as plainly as we can see today, that the 
myth of "the good old days” is little more than a fiction 
born out of the imagination. 

The optimism that declares any period to be the 
best period of history is as wrong as is the pessimism 
that declares any period to be the worst period. Nor does 
this mean that we must join the neutral-minded people 
and say "We take what comes and walk a balanced way 
as well as we can." It means tht "the now” is an accept¬ 
able time if we accept its evident possibilities: "the now” 
is a noun of reality, not an adverb of merely elongated 
time. "Now” comes and goes. "The now” never scuttles 
off into the bushes of either the past or the future. To 
be past-minded or traditional is one of the safeguards 
of society. To be present-minded is a chief necessity for 
practical living. To be future-minded is essential both 
for contentment and for progress. To be absent-minded 
is the one corroding disease that eats away the vitals of 
mankind. It is absent-mindedness that threatens us to¬ 
day It is unawareness of the world that is leading us into 
a misguided and mis-shaped chaos. Few people seem to 
realize that "the now" is here to stay because it is for¬ 
ever changing and remaking itself. "The now” alone ac¬ 
cepts reality as the right to grow, and it accepts freedom 
to grow. In these two possibilities we find our only hope. 
They constitute our only day of salvation. 

We are on the verge of discovering that faith, 
religion, culture or knowledge, and science as practiced, 
form one' single and undivided unity. Without that unity 
and that wholeness men will remain a race of split per¬ 
sonalities and will literally “go to pieces.” Fragmentism 
is our persistent enemy, and our wars are schizophrenia. 

"The now is an accepted time, and a day of salva¬ 
tion” because of its hint that unity is possible. The de¬ 
tails of unity will take untold ages to unfold. The reality 
of unity cannot escape us, if we accept "The Now." 


Living Standards 


The outstanding characteristic of our 
economic history is productivity growth. 

The output per man-hour in America 
during this century has increased at an 
average rate of about two percent a year. 
One hour of a man’s effort today pro¬ 
duces twice as much as one hour of his 
father’s much harder work. 

Fifty years ago, machines provided 
less than 50 per cent of the power used 
for work; today they suppl” 95 per cent. 
The average work week or 60 hours at 
the turn of the century has dropped to 

The purchasing power of today’s in¬ 
dustrial employee is five times what it 
was 100 years ago, twice what it was 25 
years ago. The industrial employee, more 
than any other single income bracket, 
has been responsible for the purchase, in 
the last five years, of 30 million refriger¬ 
ators and home freezers, 27 million TV 
sets, 22 million new cars. 

And we Americans today are spending 
more than $30-billion a year, satisfying 
our leisure-time, vacation-time, needs! 

This summer Americans have, and 
more will, run afoul of what many firm¬ 
ly believe to be just a racket, the tip. 
Some will have their vacations spoiled 
because they were uncertain when to tip 
and how much. 


With more resorts and vacation spots 
opening up all over the world, and more 
people taking advantage of them, there 
will be more hands than ever out for your 
change. 

And these servants will expect, and 
should receive, larger tips. Extensive re¬ 
search by travel experts has determined 
the average tip has definitely gone up 
from ten percent to nearly twenty per¬ 
cent. 

Abroad, as well at home, you tip all 
persons who do any special service for 
you in accordance with the amount of 
service performed. When in doubt, choose 
the middle course, fifteen percent is a 
good rule almost anywhere. Tip more 
when you feel the service has been ex¬ 
ceptional, and when the bill is less than 
a dollar bring the tip up to twenty cents. 

Travelers should base their tips on 
three factors: How good was the service? 
Of what quality is the particular hotel or 
restaurant? How much money do you 
have ? 

Tipping has been with us* for several 
hundred years. In the 1700's signs ap¬ 
peared in English pubs suggesting cus¬ 
tomers pay up “to insure promptness.” 
Later on, "T.I.P.” became the gentle 
hint. Today this is a common meaning 
for the word tip.

There are 963 weekly newspapers In 
Canada, with a total circulation of almost 
2,500,000. There are a grea*. many more 
in the United States with an even great¬ 
er circulation. 

The January issue of a recent month¬ 
ly letter issued by the Royal Bank of 
Canada was devoted entirely to these 
Canadian papers and their significance.

"Everybody, Jn a sense, lives two

War Restrictions 
Liberalized By 
Savings Banks 

In recognition of improved 
prospects for peace, rules relat¬ 
ing to the use of war risk riders 
on Savings Bank Life Insurance 
have been substantially liberal¬ 
ized, it was announced today by 
Clyde S. Casady, Executive 
Vice-President of Jhe Savings 
Bank Life Insurance Council of 
Massachusetts. 

Male applicants under age 26, 
who are not in the armed forces, 
may now obtain up to $10,000 
Savings Bank Life Insurance 
without a war risk rider. 
Amounts over $10,000 issued to 
men under 26 not in the armed 
forces, and all policies issued 
to men in the armed forces re¬ 
gardless of age or amount, will 
have a war risk rider. 

No war risk restrictions will 
be placed on policies issued to 
men age 26 and over except In 
the case of certain doctors and 
dentists applying for more than 
$ 10 , 000 . 

It is intended that the above 
liberalization will be made ap¬ 
plicable to outstanding policies 
upon request by canceling riders 
on policies held by men “not in 
the armed forces in the above 
categories.

As the congressmen scattered from 
Washington, some starting on junkets to 
Europe, some leaving for vacation spots, 
others heading for home to rebuild their 
political fences, the President declared 
that he considered four of the nine mat¬ 
ters which had been sidetracked as "ab¬ 
solutely vital.” He listed them as his 
school construction, highway, health in¬ 
surance and water resources programs. 

President Eisenhower knew better 
than anyone else that he did not have the 
united support of the Republican minor¬ 
ity in either branch bf Congress on any of 
the matters he labelled as "vital.” 

He undoubtedly had that in mind 
and with it probably a sense of frustration 
over his inability to get greater backing 
from the conservative element in his own 
party, when he spoke in somber tones the 
day after Congress adjourned to an Ohio 
delegation that waited upon him with a 
resolution urging that he stand for an¬ 
other term in 1956. 

After telling the group from the 
Buckeye State that as an old army man, 
the term "duty” was very important to 
him, he went on to assert that he never¬ 
theless liked to see younger men come 
forward. Ike then, observed that no Presi¬ 
dent ever had reached the age of 70 in 
the White House, pointing out that if he 
were re-elected he would be 70 three 
months before the end of his second term. 
He also referred to the tremendous phy¬ 
sical strain the Presidency places on a 
man of his age. 

This was altogether different from the 
light-hearted quips he had tossed off 
during his visit to New Hampshire in 
June, when he seemed to enjoy confusing 
his listeners by dropping a hint one day 
that he was planning to run again and a 
suggestion the next day that this would 
be his last term in office. 

This was a serious statement, appar¬ 
ently reflecting the President’s thinking 
about his own physical well-being and the 
toll two and a half years in the White 
House already have taken. Cold chills 
raced up and down the spines of Repub¬ 
lican politicians who know that without 
Ike leading the way as the standard- 
bearer their party’s prospects would be 
far from bright in next year’s national 
elections. 

So great was the alarm within the 
GOP that the next day President Eisen¬ 
hower took some of the steam out of the 
words he had voiced to the Ohio group by 
declaring that there were a number of 
factors he could not yet foresee which 
prevented him from making a final de¬ 
cision now about his political plans. 

"What I intended to imply,” he said, 
"was that if I now were such an infallible 
prophet that I could understand all about 
the world situation, the domestic situa¬ 
tion, and my own situation, including the 
way I felt, and possibly with the health 
and everything else, as of that moment, 
then there would be no great excuse for 
deferring that decision. I have not that 
gift of prophecy." 

That was a pretty "iffy” statement, 
and it did not at all sound like what Mr. 
Eisenhower had tried to imply the day 
before. But it did serve to reassure and 
calm the GOP politicos who had sudden 
visions of disaster at the polls in 1956. 

Maybe the President didn’t mean that 
his remarks to the Ohio contingent should 
be construed the way they were at the 
time. Maybe it was strictly a coincidence 
that he spoke out about his own age the 
very day after Congress adjourned with¬ 
out enacting the laws he had requested. 

But it also could be that Mr. Eisen¬ 
hower’s inability to muster more solid 
support of his program for his own party 
may have caused him to stop and ponder 
on whether he wanted to run another 
time for the privilege of assuming the 
strain, the stress and the disappointment 
for another four years. He would hardly 
be human, if it did not have that effect. 
• * • • 

Former baseball commissioner A. B. 
(Happy) Chandler achieved a remarkable 
political comeback in winning the Demo¬ 
cratic gubernatorial nomination that is 
tantamount to election in Kentucky over 
the combined opposition of Senator Alben 
W. Barkley, Senator Earle Clements and 
Governor Lawrence Wetherby. 

Chandler’s opponent was Judge Bert 
T. Combs, but Combs was almost over¬ 
looked in the din of mountain music as 
Barkley, Clements and Wetherby all 


threw their political wpight into the fray 
in an unsuccessful battle against the up¬ 
start Chandler. 

Happy Chandler, who was something 
of a flop as the high commissioner of or¬ 
ganized baseball, undoubtedly knows the 
formula of song, minstrelsy and wild 
charges that appeals to Kentuckians, but 
the returns also proved once again that 
great vote-getters in their own right can’t 
guarantee shifting their popularity jto 
someone else. 

His victory in the hectic race for Ken¬ 
tucky’s governorship probably is just a 
prelude to a battle to regain his old seat 
in the U. S. Senate. Happy will face 
sterner competition in that fight, but 
there is no assurance that his brand of 
political corn won't take him back to 
Capitol Hill. 

• • • • 

State House observers have now given 
up the risky business of estimating when 
the Legislature is likely to wind up its 
business and adjourn for the year. Proro¬ 
gation could come in a matter of days, if 
the stalling was stopped and everyone 
worked together toward that objective. 
But that isn’t likely to happen. 

A handful of legislators in key posi¬ 
tions have been responsible for prolong¬ 
ing the proceedings. The great mass of 
lawmakers, who would like nothing bet¬ 
ter than to dispose of the matters await¬ 
ing their attention and head for vaca¬ 
tion spots, are powerless to do anything 
about the situation and are forced to fit 
by in the stuffy, high-ceilinged cham¬ 
bers while the legislative wheels turn over 
with incredible slowness. 

• • • • 

The political experts already have 
begun their long-distance appraisals of 
the battle that will be fought next year 
by the Democratic and Republican par¬ 
ties for the control of the next Congress. 

Their conclusion is that on paper the 
Democrats have a better than even 
chance of maintaining their present grip, 
on the U. S. Senate, although they temper 
their predictions with the assertion that 
it is impossible to foretel' how much 
strength President Eisenhower may 
swing to his party’s candidates, if he runs 
for another term. 

The percentages, however, do seem to 
favor the Democrats. Seventeen Repub¬ 
lican and 15 Democratic Senators will 'ce 
up for election in 1956. Eight of the De¬ 
mocrats ai;e from Southern States where 
a Republican would have no chance of 
reelection, while five of the GOP Senators 
are from States that arc considered 
securely in the Republican column. 

That means that 12 Republicans and 
only seven Democrats will be running in 
marginal States where the tide of battle 
varies and flows from one party to the 
other. 

Both the Democratic and Republican 
high commands, however, have cause for 
concern as they anticipate some of the 
contests that will be settled at the same 
time that a President is chosen. 

There is no assurance that 76-year-old 
Democratic Senator Herbert H. Lehman 
will run again in New York State. He 
has been pressured to announce his can¬ 
didacy but has declined to do so. Lehman 
will face a hard fight, if he does seek re- 
election, and his age undoubtedly would 
be made an issue. 

A great deal of speculation centers on 
the battle Wayne Morse will have In Ore¬ 
gon. Originally elected as a Republican, 
Morse is now a Democrat and will run as 
one next year. He probably will be op¬ 
posed by GOP Governor Paul Patterson, 
and Republican leaders will go all out in 
their efforts to defeat him, for politicians 
aren’t supposed to shift from one party 
to another. 

Colorful, silver-toned Republican Sen¬ 
ator Everett Dirksen faces a hot contest 
in Illinois, where his opponent may be for¬ 
mer Democratic Senate Leader Scott Lu¬ 
cas whom Dirksen unseated in 1950 with 
the help of Senator Joseph R. McCarthy. 

The GOP strategy-planners also have 
some political fences to mend in Wiscon¬ 
sin, where Republican Senator Alexander 
Wiley will have trouble on his hands un¬ 
less he can resolve his differences with 
Joe McCarthy and the latter’s organlza- 
tion. ’ 

The 1956 national elections are still 
far away, but they already offer plenty 
of food for political thought.

Dom Baron is known for his 
work at the great Abbey of St. 
Pierre de Solosmes and for 
establishing the Gregorian 
Schoo lof Brittany and the 
Scandinavian Gregorian Insti¬ 
tute. 

Dom Baron believes (hat the 
great music of the Church can 
be, and must be. restored. "It 
has been clone in France," Dom 
Baron pointed out, "and now 
you do not hear that very bad, 
romantic music, except at a 
few weddings and perhaps at 
a very private funeral. And the 
same can happen in America, 
for I have seen one church in 
which it is already being done." 

Dom Baron was invited to 
this country for the first time 
in 1953 to instruct the choir 
monks at St. Joseph Abbey in 
Spencer. At the new foundation 
near Worcester, he met a young 
Trappist, who told him about 
a choir in which ho had sung 
at St. Paul's Church, Cam¬ 
bridge. 

"I arrived at St. Paul's on 
the Saturday evening before the 
first Sunday of Advent, and 
there I saw the best example 
of how Plain Chant should be 
taught and sung,” Miss Murphy 
relates in her article. Continu¬ 
ing ho stated: "The next morn¬ 


ing I heard the men’s choirosted in the work started hy 

the Archbishop, both through 
the School of Music at Newton 
College and the Music Com¬ 
mission. "Love of great music 
of the Church must start in the 
schools and the seminaries," he 
said. "When the parish priests 
are interested in having only 
the best music in their church¬ 
es, and after the people learn 
how to sing it as it should he 
sung, there will be a new life 
in the Church.

THE GREATEST difficulty, 
Dom Baron maintains, is that 
there are not enough trained 
choirmasters, musicians on fire 
with the love of liturgy and 
trained in the techniques of di¬ 
recting Chant. Archbishop 
Cushing was aware of this se¬ 
rious deficiency and took steps 
to overcome it by establishing 
the School of Liturgical Music 
at Newton College in 1945, one 
of the first of its kind in 
America. 

Father Edward W. Bonder of 
Corpus Christl Church in Au- 
burndale, a member of the 
Archdiocesan Music Commis¬ 
sion, of which Bishop MacKcn- 
zie is the chairman, has been 
attending Dom Baron’s classes 
at the Plus X School of Liturgi 
cal Music at the College of Man- 
hattanville. He wrote: "This is 
a man whom I am glad to wel 
come to Boston. I urge you to 
come to hear his eplanation of 
the liturgy, to watch his in¬ 
spired epression and to sing 
the stirring melodies under his 
gentle direction. You will dis¬ 
cover In this ancient music a 
refreshing, moving and warm 
prayer to Almighty God."

Philmont — 127.000 adven¬ 
ture packed acres It is the 
largest Scout Camp in the 
world, located in Northeastern 
New Mexico, land of enchant¬ 
ment. Over 9,000 Explorers en¬ 
joy this ranch in the West each 
year. During the season, Juno 
10 to Labor Day, over 2,300 
boys and their leaders are 
daily following the trails. 

ON PHILMONT lie remains 
of Indians who lived 1,100 
years ago, dating to the pre 
basket weavers. For 300 years 
this was Spanish land, for 20. 
Mexican, then American, The 
Santa Fe trail ran across this 
land — Kit Carson lived here 

— His reconstructed house is 
now a museum. Lucien Max¬ 
well. once owner of the vast 
Maxwell land grant (1,740,000 
acres) and partner of Kit Car 
son built a house which the 
Scouts still use. Waite Phil 
lips chose this land for his 
ranch and later gave It to the 
Boy Scouts of America in 1941. 

Philmont Included nine base 
camps and many trail camps. 
The ranch owns 300 head of 
horses (largest camp herd) 
and 200 head of burros (larg¬ 
est string in the world). A staff 
of about 260 maintains the fa¬ 
cilities during the season. 

Wild life is abundant here. 
It Includes buffalo, elk, mule 
deer, prong horn antelope, wild 
turkey, and mountain lion. 
Here are 177 species of birds, 
E0 species of mammals, and 27 
species of snakes, of which 
only one — the prairie rattler 

— Is dangerous. 

While there we experienced 
the techniques of back-packing, 
horseback riding, mo-skect 
shooting, trout fishing, bait 
casting, gold panning, moun¬ 
tain camping, totem pole carv¬ 
ing, hiking, dutch oven cook¬ 
ing, burro chasing, wild life 
study, geology, archeology, orni¬ 
thology, iorestry, spclology, 
soil and water conservation, 
and. Creek Hopping. 

AT 3:00 P.M., July 6, wo 
boarded the New England 
States Train at Newtonville, 
bound for the Windy City. It 
was Wednesday, and members 
of Wagon Train No. 365 were 
heading for New Mexico and 
Philmont via Santa Fe Rail¬ 
road. Ten days earlier we had 
met at Nobscot Scout Reserva¬ 
tion. Framingham, with full 
packs for a shakedown (break¬ 
down!) weekend. We had 
pitched 2 man tents, taken a 
six mile hike to test packs and 
boots, and returned to cook 
supper that night and hit the 
sack. We made breakfast the 
following morning using Dutch 
ovens, as we had for supper 
the preceding evening. Dutch 
ovens are 10 to 14 Inches cast

Clymer, Lnrry Daloz, BUI Dn- 
nielson, Sal DeFazio, III, Pete 
Smith, Don Richardson. 

Others were: Glenn Goodale, 
Lunenburg: Jay Crowe, Wes¬ 
ton; Sam Senior, III, Newton 
Centre; Bob Mawhinney, Brook¬ 
line; George Stone, Cape Eliza 
beth, Maine; Rick Hayden, S. 
Windham, Maine; Beecher 
Whitcomb, Fairfield, Maine. 

We spent the next two days 
and nights on the train, stop¬ 
ping in Chicago on Thursday 
for four hours to change over 
to the Santa Fe line. Time was 
a puzzling problem on the trip 
as we had time zones, daylight 
saving, and train time, and 
some of us would be 1 or 2 
hours behind time. 

We landed in Raton on Fri¬ 
day morning July 8 and ate 
lunch. Then we all went to a 
nearby store and bought west¬ 
ern sombreros. Soon afterward 
we boarded a bus for Philmont, 
about fifty miles distant. We 
arrived at H.Q. at three-thirty 
and were shown to a rock 
Mountain shelter where we re¬ 
packed and left all unneces¬ 
sary clothes and money except 
$6.00 We then had our pictures 
taken and were given a medi¬ 
cal r e c h e c k at the Health 
Lodge. 

We were driven to Carson 
Maxwell base camp, ate sup¬ 
per, located our tents, and pre¬ 
pared for bed. A program di¬ 
rector previewed our program 
for the entire trip, and explain¬ 
ed some of the requirements 
for the Philmont patch. The 
Philmont patch Includes camp¬ 
er, conservationist, naturalist, 
sportsman, woodsman, and 
hoseman sergents whose re¬ 
quirements are explained In de¬ 
tail in the program handbook. 

SOME MORNINGS, some¬ 
times as early as four-thirty 
we were playfully awakened 
and pulled out of our tents by 
gleeful Mr. DeFazio. For the 
first week we loosened up with 
calisthenics before breakfast. 

On Saturday we took our 
first hike. It was two and one 
half miles to Olympia training 
center. There, during an inter¬ 
esting nature talk, we caught 
the only rattle snake we saw 
on the trip. It was the dan¬ 
gerous prairie rattler, caught 
on a snake stick by Phllmont’s 
head naturalist. There also we 
shot mo-skeet and were in¬ 


structed In axemanship and 
dutch oven cooking. 

The following day after 
Scouts’ Own and Mass we head¬ 
ed for Urraca Mesa, 9,000 feet. 
Several hundred feet from the 
top we refreshed and ate lunch 
at Toothache Springs, napied 
for its exceptionally cold water. 
This was the first day wo came 
across deer. We saw a few 
running about as we approach¬ 
ed the summit of the flat top 
mountain. 

Monday we left for Abreu, 
six miles. Although It was 
level, the trip was hot and dry. 
We remained at Abreu two 
days and three nights. From 
the many subjects offered we 
chose to have instruction In 
packing, foot care, survival, 
stalking, geology, astronomy, 
and ornithology. On the last 
day some of us took a ten mile 
hike to Aguila Springs, Fow¬ 
ler Mesa. 

On Thursday, July 14, we as¬ 
cended Rayado Canyon, cross¬ 
ing the creek 27 times, up and 
down steep trails, and throuugh 
driving hail part of the way. 
Next day was a day of rest. 
We washed clothes, wrote let¬ 
ters and slept. This day it 
rained. It was the third in a 
row. (Note: it rained 17 days 
in a row, ranging in time from 
6 minutes to hours). 

Two hours hike, covering 
four and one half miles 
brought -us • to Porcupine. We 
remained there two days and 
three nights. A few of us fish¬ 
ed, and others worked on a 
conservation project. On Mon¬ 
day, we climbed Trail Peak, a 
seventeen mile trek. On top 
was the 16-year-old wreckage 
of a B-24 in which 11, lacking 
6 feet of altitude, were killed. 
From this peak we were able 
to take scenic pictures of the 
surrounding countryside. 

JUST BEFORE NOON the 
next day, we began our trip, 
this time to Clear Creek Moun¬ 
tain base camp. Arriving, we 
prepared supper, ate, cleaned 
up, and ascended the moun¬ 
tain at 6:30, reaching the top 
about one and a half hours 
later, 11,400 feet. This is the 
highest point In Philmont. Sur¬ 
vival huts provided shelter for 
us that night. Pictures were 
taken of a 4:30 sunrise the ne*t 
morning. Packing, we left 
about six for Cimarronclto. 

On the way to this new camp, 
we stopped and took a guided 
tour of the Cypher’s mine area. 
Here, a hundred years ago 
they mined a fortune in gold. 
Before we left we panned for 
gold flakes. The last remain¬ 
ing evidence of the once rich 
veins. Arriving in "Clto" at 
noon, we had breakfast, seeing 
previously that we ate lunch 
for breakfast at Cyphers. Here 
at “Clto’’ we saw six deer in 
the field by our campsite. The

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next night we saw them as 
they lined up on the rifle range, 
but we were unable to shoot 
them — with cameras — as 
they darted away when wo 
came close. For the sportsman 
segment of the Phllmon badge, 
we shot mo-skeet and partici¬ 
pated In sklsh, a game of bait 
casting on land. We learned 
to saddle, pack, and unpack 
burros here. The following day 
we received burros and began 
our last week at Philmont. 
While here at "Cito", Chief 
Forester Jupson, M.A. demon¬ 
strated the different use of 
axes by a forester and briefly 
showed how he determined 
board feet In a tree. Following 
this, we hiked with him about 
"Clto", learning about the 
stage of growth from the rock 
age to the present. Other 
groups who come to Philmont 
will find a wooden platform 
containing a carved replica of 
Plymouth Rock, bearing, In 
addition to the date 1620, the 
signature "W.T. 368". 

OUR HIKE to Harlan was an 
>»easy eight miles. We were 
forced to repack the slippery 
load of sleeping bags several 
times. That night we hit the 
hay at six so we wouldn’t be 
too tired at 4:30 the next morn¬ 
ing. Soon after breakfast we 
began our hike to Dean, via 
notoriously hot Turkey Can¬ 
yon. We expected the worst, 
but received the best. It rain¬ 
ed. One of our burros, a stub¬ 
born guy named Beau Brum- 
mel, had to be continually re¬ 
packed, Three of the group de¬ 
cided to stay behind and pack 
him securely. The rest of us 
hiked for half an hour and 
had just come to the entrance 
to Turkey Canyon, where we 
decided to stop and wait for 
the others. An hour later one 
of our group yelled "Hey, 
there’s a burro!” We didn’t 
think this was unusual until 
he said there was no one with 
the burro, it turned out to be 
our Beau Brummel. We corner¬ 
ed him after a short chase and 
began hiking back to find the 
three. We met them a few min¬ 
utes later, coming down the 
mountainside each with the 
equivalent of four sleeping 
bags strapped to their own 
packs. (80 lbs.). Beau had 
elude therr. and been chased 
to within 500 yards of us be¬ 
fore thy had given up and 
gone baok to pick up the 
strewn sleeping bags. Soon in 
Turkey Canyon It rained. Be- 
cause it was so hot, It wasn't 
surprising not to see any pon¬ 
chos. We pulled Into Dean 
about supper time that night. 
About 8:30 we paiticipted In 
the campfire led by the • ran¬ 
gers. We recalled two such 
campfires of song and merri¬ 
ment whloh we had enjoyed 
at Abreu and Porcupine. 

We slept late on Sunday, 
getting up for church on the 
hill. We left about noon, head¬ 
ing for Pueblano. It was a 
fairly easy Journey, a distance 
of eight miles. Here we wash¬ 
ed clothes, ate, and again took 
part In a campfire. During the 
day some of us helped in a 
conservation project. These 
projejets included erosion 
dams, clearing of water ways, 
trout dams, and maintenance 
of fire fighting equipment.

fapanese Beetle Causing Considerable Damage 


Numerous complaints have 
leached The Graphic office in 
recent weeks relative to the 
Destruction being caused to 
gardens by the invasion of the 
fapanese beetles. Gardeners, 
Householders and the Univer- 
lity of Massachusetts Field 
Itation in Waltham have noted 
|he increased incidence of the 
tie this year. 

WILLIAM GABLAND, re- 
|earch assistant in the Entom- 
jy Division at the Field 
tion indicated that the 
Destructive beetle ' is more 
irevalent than it has been in 
Ihe past summers and warned 
lhat the most effective attack 
In the beetle would come from 
lelghborhood and community 
Irganlzations. These organize- 
lions can treat entire areas, 
I'oisonlng the beetle and mak- 
ig its favorite food unpalat 
I ble. 

He further recommended 
|hat entire areas of turf, like 
ball parks and football 
llelds, be treated with a sub- 
jtance causing a disease that 


kills the Japanese beetle grubs 
without injury to humans or 
warm blooded animals. 

This beetle is about a half 
inch long, or about the size 
of a large kernel of corn. It 
has a metallic green shell cov¬ 
ered with a rust like coloring 
on top and sides. Little white 
dots run along the bottom 
edge-of its shell-like covering. 
It cats between the veins of a 
leaf, leaving the leaf a dead 
skeleton. 

THE U.S. DEPT. OF AGRI¬ 
CULTURE reports that the 
beetle was introduced into this 
country in 1916 in the vicinity 
of Riverton, N. J., and had 
covered about 40,000 square 
miles by 1947. 

They feed on about 275 kinds 
of trees, shrubs, and other 
plants, injuring many of them 
severely. In the grub stage 
the insect feeds in,the ground 
on the roots of grasses and 
other plants, often ruining 
lawns, golf courses and other 
turf areas. 

The University of Massachu¬ 
setts of Entomology circular 
number 182 warns that care¬ 
ful treatment of an individual 


lawn will cut down the grubs 
on that lawn for up to four 
years but not appreciably cut 
down the number of adults on 
the bushes, because they will 
just fly in from neighboring 
areas. 

THE CIRCULAR lists many 
methods of treating lawns in 
the - attack -on the beetle. 
Among the highlights are the 
following: 

Obtain 5 percent chlorodane 
dust and some dry granular 
soil of fertilizer. Mark off the 
unit areas to be treated into 
200 square foot patches or 1000 
square foot 1 patches. One 
pound of the dust covers a 
200 foot area. Five pounds 
covers the 1000 foot arqa. 

The granular material is 
mixed well with the dust to 
facilitate uniform spreading. 
Dry, activated-sludge fertilizer, 
ordinary chemical fertilizer, or 
even a dry sandy-loam soil 

can be used. Mix the dust with 
equal parts of the other mater¬ 
ials. If using fertilizer, mix 

the dust with the amount of 

fertilizer recommended for the 
unit of lawn area you are 

treating. 


IN A SPRAY, 25 gallons of 
water containing the right 
amount of chlorodane should 
be sprayed uniformly over 
each 1000 square foot of lawn. 

The milky spore disease 
dust offers the best long-range, 
effective protection against 
the grubs, the University 
states. Available from com 
mercial manufacturers, this 
slow but effective dust inflicts 
a mortal disease on the grub 
while not affecting humans or 
other animals. It is recom¬ 
mended for turf where no 
chemical grub-proofing will be 
donq. 

During July and August, 
when the beetle is on the 
plants, all old flowers and ripe 
fruit should be removed from 
the plants and trees to make 
them unattractive to the 
beetle. Remove the buds from 
favored plants, especially 
beetle activity. They will grow 
roses, during the height of 
back later. Check plants daily. 
Cover choice plants with 
screening. 

Do not use oil-base household 
insecticides as they may injure 
the plants.

In an address given at the regular weekly meeting of New¬ 
ton Kiwanis Club yesterday (Wednesday) at the Commonwealth 
Country Club, J. Ellis Bowen, Sealer of Weights and Measures 
for the City of Newton asserted that “No other public service 
is more fundamental than the services of your Weights and 
Measures Department, and probably only fire, police and health 
protection/ are equally so". 


CONTINUING, Mr. Bowen 
stated, "Today’s high prices are 
a most convincing argument 
that ounces, pints, quarts, and 
yards are dollars and cents, and 
that it is axiomatic that how 
much you get is of equal im¬ 
portance to how much you pay. 
To receive short weight or 
measure is the equivalent of re¬ 
ceiving counterfeit money in 
your change. Counterfeiting 
suggests something dramatic, 
cloaks and daggers, printing 


presses in dark cellars, F.B.I. 
raids and gunplay.»Yet the mat¬ 
ter of weights and measures 
protection is of equal impor¬ 
tance, and there are undoubted¬ 
ly more people ready and will¬ 
ing to shortweight you than 
there are counterfeiters".

'Henry F. Purcell, president of 
Local 800, State, County and 
Municipal Employees, AFL, has 
forwarded a request to the 
Board of Aldermen asking a 
hearing be held for the purpose 
of considering a proposal that 
the city make up the difference 
between workmen’s compensa¬ 
tion and a man’s regular wage 
when a person Is unable to work 
because of an Injury received at 
work. 

IN COMMENTING on the 
prcrosal after having made a 
survey, Mr. Purcell stated: 
“most public utility companies 
take care of Injured empjoyees 
by paying their full wages, and 
the same Is being done In many 
cities and towns throughout the 
state." 

At present, elty employees get 
workman’s compensation when 
they are hurt on the Job, but 
they get no sick leave. Work¬ 
men’s compensation Is |30 per 
week, with additional money for 
dependents. A man must be out 
at least 10 days to obtain any 
workmen’s compensation. 

STATE LEGISLATION per¬ 
mits cities and towns to use sick 
leave for men absent from work 
because of Job-caused injuries, 
but the city laws do not permit 
this use. 

City employees now have 15 
days of sick leave a year and 
two weeks vacation, until they 
have worked for the city for 10 
years. After 10 years ther are 
given a three week vacation but 
If any of them are able to accu¬ 
mulate 100 days of unused sick 
leave they may have the three 
weeks vacation before the 10 
years are up. However, It takes 
nearly seven without a single 
absence to make the 100 days. 

THIS FALL the union will ask 
that sick leave and vacation pro¬ 
visions be separated, Mr. Purcell 
announced, pointing out that it 
is exceedingly difficult to earn 
the 100 days. 

About 600 city employees, 496 
of whom are members of the 
union, would be affected bj the 
requested change. The union’s 
communication also Includes a 
request that workmen’s com¬ 
pensation benefits be extended 
to timers and clerks, eight of 
whom are members of the union.

tabllahed consisting of the sec¬ 
retary of the Board of Regis¬ 
tration in Medicine, the Com 
missioner of Public Health, and 
three appointees of the Gov¬ 
ernor; a hospital administra¬ 
tor or a hospital trustee who 
shall be a member of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Hospital Associa¬ 
tion; a medical laboratory 
technologist who meets the 
training and experience re¬ 
quirements of the American 
Medical Association; and a 
physician from the section of 
Physiology and Pathology of 
the Massachusetts Medical So¬ 
ciety. was adopted by the Com¬ 
mittee on Public Health In 
House Bill 3083. The board Is 
empowered to set up standards 
for licensing schools for train¬ 
ing medical laboratory tech¬ 
nologists, to license and Inspect 
such schools. It has power to 
revoke such license for ade¬ 
quate cause. The operation of 
such a school without a license 
is forbidden under heavy pen¬ 
alty. 

THE RULES of the General 
Court require any bill involv¬ 
ing state finances to be referred 
to the Committee on Ways 
and Means. That committee 
recommended to the House that 
the bill be referred to the new¬ 
ly organized and scarcely func¬ 
tioning Legislative Research 
Bureau for further study, a 
convenient method of burying 

Last Monday, however. Rep¬ 
resentative Rawson moved that 
the bill be substituted for the 
Ways and Means report. He 
told the House emphatically 
what the findings of the Com¬ 
mission had been and alerted 
the membership to the serious 
ness of the situation. He 
added that the new Research 
Bureau could not possibly 
match the professional experts 
who had served on the Com¬ 
mission. and that delay might 
result in more suffering and 
death of patients, some of 
whom might well be their 
friends or members of their 
own families. 

Rawson was successful In 
persuading the House to sub¬ 
stitute the Bill and to suspend 
the rules to pass it through 
that day. It is now before the 
Senate for action. 

IF IT BECOMES LAW only 
qualified schools will be allowed 
to teach this Important science. 
This will mean that only ade¬ 
quately trained technologists 
will make the laboratory tests 
upon which physicians and 
surgeons and boards of health 
base their diagnosis for treat¬ 
ment of patients. The public 
health will benefit and the pub¬ 
lic Interest will be served.

WASHINGTON, August 17—This will be the last regular 
weekly message this year of “Window on Washington." Congress 
is over, and I shall soon be back in the midst of those whom 
I am privileged to represent, and not In a position to report on 
events under the Capitol dome. 

I express appreciation to the readers of this column for 
their attention and for the many letters and friendly comments 
they have sent. I have tried to make the reports interesting, 
informative, and I hope an influence on the right side. 

Under the circumstances today's message will be in a some¬ 
what more personal vein than usual, and I shall say a word 
about a Congressman's life. 

The legislative work of Congress is such a broad and inter¬ 
esting field that there is a great temptation for a Member to 
focus his attention on it and forget other things. But this is 
a luxury which he cannot afford. He finds that the human prob¬ 
lems brought to his attention by constituents are also full of in¬ 
terest. He discovers that there is a thrill and a satisfaction in 
helping a constituent ever some roadblock In his relations with 
some activity of the federal government. 

A Congressman's life involves much traveling. He must 
make frequent trips back to his district to appear at meetings 
and confer with constituents. Sometimes attendance at home at 
some special event will cause missing a roll call. 

I am happy to report that with the assistance of airline 
travel, I was able to bo on the House floor to answer 141 out of 
147 roll calls during the- session. Four of those which I missed 
were the less Important "quorum calls,” merely to determine 
those present. 

Neither of the two votes which I missed were on vital mat¬ 
ters. The vote in each case was extremely one-sided. I later 
stated my position for the record on both matters. 

The most trying thing about a Congressman's life is the 
constant effort to fit more things In than there is really time 
for! Between attendance at committees and attendance on the 
floor of the House, one must sandwich in looking after mail at 
the office, seeing constituents, studying legislature measures, 
planning trips home, and writing speeches. 

The days flow by all too swiftly. For me they begin with 
reading the newspapers and the Congressional Record along with 
morning coffee at my home in Georgetown. The printing of the 
Congressional Record is a minor miracle. One can leave the 
House chamber at sLx o’clock in the evening, having heard six 
hours of steady debate, and And a neatly printed record on his 
doorstep the following morning with a verbatim transcript of 
every word that was said 

Frequently there are ten o’clock meetings of the House 
Committee on the Judiciary. It is very active; more bills are 
referred to it than *o any other committee. This is because 
Judiciary has jurisdiction over the so-called private bills, those 
making claim against the government, and those relating to 
Immigration. Its other work Includes patents, bankruptcy, ancj 
anti trust matters. 

Normally, the Houso Is called Into session at noon. Mem¬ 
bers customarily slip off for a quick lunch between votes, catch¬ 
ing up on what was said from other members or by studying 
the Congressional Record the following morning. 

It Is satisfying to read the almost universal comments that 
the past session has been one of value to the public. There is a 
thrill In having a hand in placing on the statute books legisla¬ 
tion which one feels will be helpful. 

It is of course disappointing that several Important measures 
sought by President Eisenhower were not favorably acted upon 
before adjournment. Among them are measures relating to 
highways, school construction, health reinsurance, and social se¬ 
curity. I look forward to favorable action on them at the next 
session. With this 1 say to my readers “ave atque vale”—hall 
and farewell. 


Stevenson obviously gave them to 
understand that he will be a candidate, and 
he may have told them so definitely be¬ 
cause he issued a statement asserting that 
he would make known his political plans 
by the end of November. 

In appraising the importance of the 
attitude of the Democratic Governors, it 
must be remembered that they invariably 
control the delegations from their States 
and are able to deliver votes to the Presi¬ 
dential candidate of their choice. 

Democratic Senators and Congressmen 
wield considerable influence in a State 
such as Massachusetts where the Governor 
is a Republican and there is no recognized 
and undisputed head of the Democratic 
party. But where a Governor is sitting, 
je’s invariably the boss as a Jesuit of the 
power of patronage he has at his disposal. 

It was a group of Republican Gover¬ 
nors headed by Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York who stopped the Presidential drive 
of the late Robert A. Taft at Chicago in 
1952 and swung the nomination to Eisen¬ 
hower. But for the grip they maintained 
on their delegations, Taft and not Eisen¬ 
hower would have been the GOP nominee 
for President three years ago. 

It was a group of Democratic Gover¬ 
nors, among them Paul A. Dever, who 
turned thumbs down on Estes Kefauver 
and maneuvered the ’52 convention for 
Stevenson. 

Surprisingly little sentiment for New 
York’s Governor Avirell Haffiman who, 
with Kefauver, is regarded as the top 
contender againste Stevenson, was found 
among the Democratic Governors gath¬ 
ered in Chicago. 

Harriman is in the unique position of 
supporting Stevenson while at the same 
time seeking the nominatior for himself. 
There were some indication! at Chicago 
that this obvious hypocrisy is injuring the 
New York Governor and lessening what¬ 
ever chances he may have. 

The Governors made no secret of the 
fact that they consider Harriman a can¬ 
didate and that they discount the state¬ 
ment he has made for Stevenson. 

While they don’t say so directly, 
the implication behind their remarks 
is that they would have more respect 
for Harriman, if he would make a forth¬ 
right pronouncement of exactly where 
he stands and not put on an act of sup¬ 
porting Stevenson while at the same time 
trying to advance his own cause. 

New York political writers declare that 
Harriman apparently went to the Chicago 
conference with the idea of building his 
political fences but that there was a dis¬ 
cernible swing away from him rather 
than to him. 

While a majority of the Governors 
predicted that Stevenson will be nomi¬ 
nated, they were privately not at all op¬ 
timistic that he would be able to defeat 
President Eisenhower, if conditions re¬ 
main as they are today. 

Two Democratic Governors, Robert E. 
Meyner of New Jersey and Abraham A. 
Ribicoff of Connecticut, declared publicly, 
in answer to questions, that Eisensower 
would have a decided edge in their States 
unless there is a change in conditions. 
Other Democratic leaders said approxi¬ 
mately the same thing privately. 

The Democratic executives believe, in¬ 
cidentally, that President Eisenhower 
would retire from office, if he followed 
his own personal desires, but that the 
pressure from Republican politicians that 
he run again will be too great to resist. 

They also offered the conviction that 
Stevenson would be a favorite to defeat 
any Presidential candidate thp GOP could 
nominate except Eisenhower. 

Several of the Republican Governors 
declared candidly that their party would 
be in danger of being torn apart by an 
internal struggle for power, in the event 
that Ike should step out, and they said 
that consideration alone would undoubt- 
Jy weigh heavily with him. 

None of the GOP spokesmen had any 
real idea who their Presidential standard- 
bearer might be, if Ike should fool them 
and refuse to run. 

The 47th annual Conference of Gover¬ 
nors at the Edgewater Beach Hotel pro¬ 
duced a few political comments that left 
bitterness in their wake. 

Of the 25 Democratic Governors on 
hand, 20 visited Stevenson at his farm. 
The five who did not make the 40-mile 
trip to Libertyville were all Southerners 
headed by Governor Allan Shivers of Texas 
who backed Eisenhower in 1952. Shivers 
displeased several of his colleagues by 
declaring that Stevenson lacks any quali¬ 
fication whatever for the Presidency. 

Michigan’s Governor G. Mennen Wil¬ 
liams angered the Republicans and caused 
even Democrats to wince, when he de¬ 
clared that President Eiserhower is an 
“old man’’ and might die before election. 

That remark, considered in very poor 
taste by Democrats and Republicans alike, 
was a reference to Ike’s own assertion that 
no President ever had reached the age of 
70 in the White House and ttyit his 70th 
birthday would fall three months before 
the completion of a second terra. 

The Republican Governors themselves 
were concerned about President Eisenhow¬ 
er’s allusion to his age and felt that it may 
prove a boomerang in next year’s cam¬ 
paign. . 

Governor Williams' observation result¬ 
ed in so unfavorable a reaction that he 
subsequently elaborated on it by declar¬ 
ing that he had not meant tr imply “any 
hope or expectation the President was go¬ 
ing to die.” 

Adlai Stevenson sidestepped deftly 
when asked for a comment on Williams’ 
remark. “A man is aa old as he feels,” 
said Adlai tactfully. 

Reporters came away from the Chica¬ 
go conference with the conviction that 
Adlai will formally announce himself a 
candidate for the Presidency in the late 
fall and will then wage an altogether dif¬

A number of Massachusetts Demo¬ 
crats, who are unenthusiastic about Adlai ♦ | 
Stevenson, would adopt an altogether dif¬ 
ferent attitude toward him, if it is true, ' 
as reported, that his first choice as his . 
Vice Presidential running mate would be ; 
Senator John F. Kennedy. 

Kennedy’s physical condition is a big I 
question mark at the present time, but he 
has made so courageous a comeback since ’ , 
his operation last October that it is pos¬ 
sible he might be able to accent a place 
on the Democratic national ticket a year 
from now. 

Democratic prospects in Massachusetts 
would be improved tremendously, if Ken¬ 
nedy were the nominee for Vice President. 
Not only would there be a strong pos¬ 
sibility that Stevenson could carry the i 
State over Eisenhower under such circum¬ 
stances, but the Democrats also would 
have a much better chance of recapturing 
the Governorship. 

A lot of water, of course, will flow 
under the bridge before the Democrats will 
start for Chicago for their convention in 
August of next year, but if Kennedy’s 
health is such as to permit him to partici- ' 
pate in a nation-wide campaign there is 
more than a remote likelihood that he will 
turn up as Stevenson’s ticket mate.

Social Security 
Act Became Law 
20 Years Ago 

It was 20 years ago this week 
that the Social Security Act 
became law. Gerald J. Murphy 
district manager of the social 
security ofTice, reminded people 
in this area. 

Generally, when people refer 
to social security, they arc 
talking about the old-age and 
survivors insurance program 
under the Social Security Act, 
he said. In commemorating 
the 20th Anniversary of the 
signing of this law, Mr. Murphy 
indicated how it is now affect¬ 
ing the lives of almost all of 
us. He stated that almost 8 
million persons are now receiv¬ 
ing over 400 million dollars 
every month in benefits under 
the program. Over 70 million 
people are now insured under 
the law so that in the event of 
retirement or death, they or 
their families will be eligible for 
benefits. 

The average retired worker 
is now receiving about $60 a 
month. However, the average 
for those who have retired in 
the past few years is $80 a 
month and their wives' benefits 
average $41 a month. More¬ 
over. Mr. Murphy stated that 
an important part of the old- 
age and survivors insurance 
program is the protection given 
to widows and children in the 
event of the workers’ death. To¬ 
day. the average benefit for a 
young widow with two minor 
children is $185 a month. Total 
family benefits can be as much 
as $200 a month. In addition, 
lump-sum death payments 
range from $90 to $255. 

Looking ahead twenty years 
to 1975. Mr. Murphy predicted 
that by then 93 million Ameri¬ 
cans will be insured under the 
program. It is expected that 
of the 20 million persons over 
65 at that time. 4 out of 5 will 
be eligible for benefits.

The arithmetic clinic is head¬ 
ed by Prof. Lonie E. Rudd, for¬ 
mer teacher in the Hamilton 
school, Newton Lower Falls, 
who will join the Tufts depart¬ 
ment of education faculty in 
September. 

On the teaching staff, in addi¬ 
tion to the directors, are five 
master teachers, including Mrs. 
John Johns of the Hamilton 
School, Newton.

The 
Commonwealth's consumpti o n 
of motor fuel for highway pur¬ 
poses last year was 1,092.440.000 
gallons with July the peak 
month. 102,920.000 gallons, and 
August a close second. The total 
highway motor fuel consump¬ 
tion included 9,308.000 gallons 
of special fuels, primarily diesel, 
which in Massachusetts and 
most other states is taxed the 
same as gasoline. These figures 
as recently reported by the U. S.

Rawson Says Democrats 
Have Done a Disservice 

"The Democrats of the House of Representatives 
performed a most unwise and very unfortunate disservice 
to the public interest last week when they defeated at 
the enactment stage Governor Herter s request for a 
$150 million bond issue to complete the highway pro¬ 
gram,” declared Representative George E. Rawson (R- 
Newton) in an interview this week. 

Continuing his remarks, Rep. Rawson stated: 

“Authoritative information shows that all but a 
small part of the bonds authorized for highway construc¬ 
tion have either been paid or allocated to highways cither 
built, in process of construction or about to be started. 

"SINCE CONSIDERABLE time is taken necessarily 
for surveys, land takings and engineering before a high¬ 
way can be commenced, the Department of Public Works 
must have the necessary funds in hand long in advance 
of the actual construction. Cutting off this bond issue 
will stop new needed highway work when the present 
work is done. It just drops the curtain down on highways. 

"The demand for new highways is non-political 
Democrats as well as Republicans want new roads. The 
Registry of Motor Vehicles, concerned with the safety 
of the public, is anxious for better and safer roads. Busi¬ 
ness enterprise backs the Highway program. The farmer 
wants more roads and so does labor. 

"When Governor Bradford in 1948 submitted his 
Master Highway Plan, based on a survey by the Maguire 
Associates, he asked the General Court for a $100 million 
bond issue as the first step. A wilful group of 14 Demo¬ 
crats in the Senate contrived to prevent enactment, since 
a two-thirds vote of both branches is necessary to enact 
a bond issue. They wished to wait until they might be in 
power to spend such money, for highway contractors have 
long been known as a source of lush campaign contrib¬ 
utions. This action was costly to the Commonwealth 
because highway construction cost less in 1948 than it 
does now. 

"When Governor Dever asked for $200 million for 
highways in 1949 we Republicans could have played the 
same trick on him, but we chose the public interest in¬ 
stead and voted for his bond issue to start the program, 
really Bradford’s program, going. The same course was 
followed when Dever asked a second $200 million in 1951. 
When Governor Herter asXed for $200 million in 1953 no

Polio Cases 
Total 46 Up 
To Aug. 24 

Dr. Henry W. Godfrey, dlrec. 
tor of public health announced 
that two new cases of polio were 
reported Tuesday, raising the 
city’s 1955 total to 46. This total 
is over twice as many as the 
total recorded here a year ago. 

Three new cases had been add¬ 
ed over the past week-end. Two 
of the three patients had non¬ 
paralytic polio and one had 
eP'-ephalitic polio. 

Both of the patients reported 
Tuesday were boys and are in 
the Children’s Hospital, Boston. 

None of the Newton victims 
has died of the disease, Dr. God¬ 
frey said, and many of them are 
already cured. 

Dr. Godfrey expects that this 
city will have nearly 60 patients 
by the end of this year.

Defeat of Highway Bond Issue by Democratic Chieftains

continue their vital operations. 
Chapter Canteen prepared and 
served over 100, with coffee and 
sandwiches. 

ALL AFTERNOON and even¬ 
ing, the appeals for evacuations 
were handled with the Police 
Department. Most of the dis¬ 
tressed people were satisfied 
when reassured of the availa¬ 
bility of evacuation workers. 

During the early hours of 
Saturday morning, the weary 
firemen were supplied with cof¬ 
fee and doughnuts to lighten 
the long hours of basement 
pumping. 

Meanwhile the welfare In¬ 
quiries started coming in as 
Newton residents became wor¬ 
ried about their relatives in the 
more devastated areas. Nation¬ 
al Red Cross established head¬ 
quarters in the worst hit areas 
and reported 8,000 appeals for 
assistance. 

OVER A HUNDRED shelters 
have been In operation. 12,000 
people . have received food, 
clothing or shelter In the nine 
State area. Preliminary figures 
indicate about five million dol¬ 
lars will be needed in direct 
financial aid to families. The 
Newton Chapter has been auth¬ 
orized to accept voluntary con¬ 
tributions for the direct aid to 
disaster victims.

Govemor Herter provided an oppor¬ 
tunity for the Democratic lawmakers to 
get off the hook by promptly sending back 
the bond issue and affording them a 
chance to vote on it a second time. 

Many political observers considered 
that it might have been shrewder politics 
for the Governor to accept the defeat and 
protest to the people that a Democratic 
bloc in the House had been responsible 
for a holdup in the highway construction 
program. But Mr. Herter was more in¬ 
terested in carrying forward the road¬ 
building program without interruption 
than in establishing a campaign issue for 
1956. 

It is a little difficult to figure out why 
Speaker Michael F. Skerry and his lieu¬ 
tenants decided to seek the defeat of the 
highway bond issue or what they hoped 
to accomplish from a political standpoint 
beyond proving that they could control a 
third of the votes in the House. 

The explanation has been privately 
offered by some Democratic legislators 
that the reason they voted against the 
bond issue was that they believed its 
adoption would result in added Republican 
campaign funds for next yeai 

The implication behind their remarks 
is that the engineers engaged to design 
the roads and the contractors hired to 
build them probably would show their 
gratitude by making a contribution to the 
GOP campaign chest. 

There may bo some slight basis be¬ 
hind that Democratic apprehension. But 
it is not a consideration that will make 
much impression on the general 
and the Republicans usually don’ 
counter too much difficulty in raising 
enough money to finance their cam¬ 
paigns. 

The blunt fact of the matter is that 

? ubllc resentment over any slowdown in 
he State’s road-building program is 
likely to do much more harm to the 
Democratic cause than the campaign 
contributions from engineers and con¬ 
tractors who might benefit from the 
highway program. 

Governor Herter was not fooling when 
he declared in his message to the Legis¬ 
lature that there is no issue on which he 
would rather go to the people than the 
$150,000,000 loan order for the construc¬ 
tion of new roads. And Democratic poli¬ 
ticians realize that he meant exactly what 
he said. 

Some observers read into the Govern¬ 
or's message the inference that he may 
be a candidate for a third term next year. 
That is going a little far. Mr. Herter’s 
future political plans are more likely to 
be shaped by President Eisenhower than 
by the Democratic members of the Massa¬ 
chusetts House of Representatives. 

However, even though Mr. Herter de¬ 
cides to retire from office at the end of 
his present term, he still would be a major 
participant in the 1956 campaign, and his 
remarks would carry a good deal of 
weight. 

Some of the Democratic legislators 
who yielded to the pressure of their party 
spokesmen and voted against the bond is¬ 
sue at the critical stage did so with con¬ 
siderable doubt and misgivings. That was 
evident from the manner in which they 
wavered and shifted as the measure was 
going through the legislative mills. 

They are discovering now that their 
uncertainty was well founded and that 
their own constituents desire good roads 
on which to drive their automobiles. 
Boston’s fair-minded Mayor Hynes, 
who first tried to work quietly behind 
the scenes to help achieve the passage 
of the highway loan, finally spoke out 

J iublidy to emphasize that he felt that 
eglslators of his political party' who 
voted against the measure were making 
a serious mistake. 

A portion of the bond issue has been 
earmarked to complete the building of the 
Central Artery across downtown Boston, 
a fact that seemingly has been overlook¬ 
ed by some of the Hub lawmakers. 

Democratic legislators this year have 
frequently criticized the State public 
works department for not showing great¬ 
er progress on its road-building program. 
That criticism will carry an ironic ring, 
If the Democratic lawmakers themselves 
block the allocation of the necessary funds 
to continue the program without inter¬ 
ruption. 

From the standpoint of itd direct 
effect upon the people, this is possibly the 
most important controversy that will be 
waged during the 1955 legislative session. 

One of the surprises of the entire sit¬ 
uation is that Speaker Skerry has been a 
party to the attempt to kill'the bond is¬ 
sue. Skerry, in the ppinion of this ob-

server, has been a good Speaker and has 
done an excellent job under difficult cir¬ 
cumstances. 

At times he has been between the 
cross currents of his responsibility on the 
one side to serve as Speaker in a fair and 
impartial manner and on the other the ob¬ 
ligation that he feels he owes to the Demo¬ 
cratic party. 

His fairness has brought unfounded 
charges from some of the more irrespon¬ 
sible members of his party that he was 
being “soft" to the Republicans, and he - 
has been extremely sensitive to such al¬ 
legations. That might explain why he 
has gone to the extreme in opposing the 
bond issue. 

The likelihood is that the fear of dis¬ 
pleasing their real bosses—the people who 
elected them to office—will shift enough 
legislators who voted against the bond 
issue to assure its passage the second time 
around. 

If it should be defeated again, one of 
the issues for next year’s campaign will 
be pretty well established.

Back in 1949, the first colored man 
ever elected to the Boston City Council 
won a place in the body from the Ward 
9 section of Roxbury. But the Councillor 
he defeated stalled him off by a long se¬ 
ries of legal maneuvers that were car¬ 
ried to the Supreme Court. More than 19 
months of his 24-month term had expired 
before he finally assumed office. 

It is beginning to appear that former 
Collector of Port William H. Burke, Jr., 
is finding himself in somewhat the same 
predicament in his efforts to become the 
chairman of the Democratic State Com¬ 
mittee. 

Burke has been striving since last 
winter to become the head of the State 
Committee which is now an inactive 
political organization. He tried to force a 
meeting of the body early last March in 
Springfield, but John C. Carr called one 
for the same day in Boston. 

He scheduled another conclave in Bos¬ 
ton in April, and Carr went into court and 
obtained a restraining order to block it. 
Supreme Court Justice Edward A. Couni- 
han, Jr., ordered a meeting held the first 
Saturday in June, but Carr and his sup 
porters stomped out of it before an elec¬ 
tion was held. 

Burke has been trying since early 
June to have himself ruled chairman on 
the basis of that election. 

An action brought by Carr in the Su¬ 
preme Court has now been referred to the 
full bench of the State’s highest tribunal, 
and a hearing on it will not be held unti 
some time in October at the earliest. 

If the Supreme Court finally finds 
against Carr and for Burke, a new legal 
fight would then begin in the Superior 
Court, and the decision there presumably 
would be appealed to the Supreme Court 
A new State Committee will be elected 
next April. Some onlookers are begin¬ 
ning to wonder whether the row over the 
chairmanship will be settled by then.

In 1032 he went to New York 
to work under Harry Hopkins 
in the Temporary Relief Agency. 
Following this, he held the posi¬ 
tion of First Executive Secre¬ 
tary of the White Cross, a group 
which pioneered in the field of 
health insurance. 

With the advent of World 
War II Mr. Gates was anxious 
to join the service but unfortu 
tely was rejected. Still deter¬ 
mined to do his share in the war 
effort, he became Disaster Chair¬ 
man for the Massachusetts Red 
Cross. Fortunately enemy opera 
tlons did not effect us directly 
here at home and so Mr. Gates's 
disaster group never had to op¬ 
erate under attack. But an in¬ 
cident did occur during his term 
as chairman which proved the 
care and devotion that Mr. 
Gates afforded his Job. Un¬ 
doubtedly it was the prompt ac 
tion and training of the disaster 
group under his direction that 
was responsible for saving many 
lives at the Coconut Grove fire.

Howie Shurdut, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Ssul Shurdut of 32 
Central terrace. Auburndale, is 
making quite a name for himself 
as a baseball player In Japan, 
His prowess may not yet have 
reached the United States but 
the Raider family In that sec¬ 
tion are raving about his playing 
ability.

The Medicine Cabinet 

Your bathroom medicine cab¬ 
inet may bo crammed with sup 
plies, but is it well equipped? 
How many items have become 
Ineffective or downright danger¬ 
ous from age? Do you know 
how and how long to keep the 
items necessary to your family's 
health? 

Some equipment will keep in¬ 
definitely with proper care. 
Bandages, antiseptic cotton, 
tongue depressors, and throat 
swabs are safe if kept in sealed 
packages. Bleaches and chlorine 
disinfectants, boric acid powder 
and ointment, cough syrups, 
mouthwash, mineral oil. petrole¬ 
um jelly, rubbing alcohol, and 
sodium bicarbonate all keeps in¬ 
definitely in tightly closed jars 
and bottles. 

Other items deteriorate with 
age. Adhesive tape dries out. 
Antihistamines, hydrogen per¬ 
oxide, and nose drops lose ef¬ 
fectiveness in one to one and a 
half years. Throw Away aspirin 
if tablets have a vinegar odor or 
if crystals have formed; soda 
mints if crumbly; antiseptics if 
cloudy, or if there is sediment 
i the bottle; milk of magnesia 
when dry and caked, ointments 
and salves that have separated, 
darkened, or if ttic tube Is cor¬ 
roded. 

Keep iodine, essence of pep¬ 
permint, spirits of camphor and

One 
year is the limit for vitamin cap¬ 
sules, six months for tablets and 
olixers. Never keep antibiotics 
beyond the expiration date | 
printed on the package. 

Check over your medicine cab¬ 
inet at least twice a yeai and 
discard out-of-date Items. If a 
label is missing, don’t guess. [ 
Throw the item away.
